Our Yankee Girls appear to the ten dollar jour- 
nals the most rational, absard class of mortals ever 
heard of. “ A Farmer” in the N.Y. Express thrashes 
them for living in penury end peril in the cities 
when they might cach enjoy (he sys) “a com 
fortable home at domestic service with high wages 
in the country.” We are inclined to think tha’ 
some of them do miss in coming to the cities. We 
counsel, exbort, entrest every young woman whe 
ean get eny kind of an honest livelihood im the 
country, mat te come te the cities in the delusive 
hope of doimg better or living more genteelly bere 
One in hundred may do so, but the great majority 
can barely obtain here the means of existence. 
while a tearful proportion are d:iven or dragged inte 
ways and heunts compared with which death by 
starvation is a mercy. 

‘The editor of the Express seconds the motion of 
his cormespondent. “It is almost impossible (he 
says) to hire even « nurse for children, Americas 
born.”

I am of an opision, borne out very strongly by 
facts which have come under my observation, that 
wheat in the early period of its growth, is as much 
benefitted by cultivation as any plant which is 
grown ; and the injury which is done, both to the 
growth of the plant and to the sample of grain, by 
| the weeds which ripen their seeds among it, renders 
| the weeding or cleaning of the crop of great import- 
| ance.” 
| The main saving or advantage in dibbling, ie in 
| the quantity of seed sown; but againet this advan 
| tage is to be placed, says Mr. C., “ the danger from 
insects and frost, and the imperfect germunetion of 
the seed.” He does not, however, attempt te decide 
in regard to the relative value of dibbling compared 
| with the other modes of sowing or planting wheat 
| bat it may not be improper te remark im passing, 
| that from all we can learn, the dibbling mode is 

less approved in England now than it was « short 
| time since 
| Time or Hanvaetine Wasa —In regard to the 
| proper time of harvesting wheat, Mr. Colman ob 

serves that it has been a matter of much discussion , 

but in his opinion, “ the results of repeated experi 
| ments, with s view to determine the best time, all 

point to an earker rather than « late cutting, The 
| best rule for harvesting,” he continues, “is not 
} merely when the stalk below the bead has changed 
color, and the circulations have consequently ceased, 
| but when the grain, though ut has ceased te yield 
j any milk upon pressure, is yet soit. It then Tipens 
| well in the shea/; it yields more and better flour 
and pone is lost by shaking, ae when it is suffered 
te stand until it has become dead ripe.’ 
Mr. C remarks that wheat is eeidom put in barns 
in England, but is generally made into stacks 
| which are laid on “ staddles” made either of wood 
| or cast iron, about eighteen inches or two feet in 
beght. When placed on these, it is inaccessible to 
rats, aad if properly put up, will keep any length of 
tume He states that—~ in parts of Cambridgeshire,

the average yield is from forty te forty-eight bushels

‘The methods of cultivating oats in Britein, it is 
ing with us. They are sometimes sowa broadcast, 
and sometimes drilled. In the latter case foar bush. 
ts of seed is sown per sere; in the former, as much 
as six bushels is sometimes sown. The reason 
given for so large a quantity of seed is, that though 
cate will tiller, yet the side shoote ere seldom of 
mech valos, and it is best, therefore, to sow seed 
enoagh to give the requisite number of stema Is 
yield, Mz. C. states that “the crop varies from thirty 
to sixty, and sometimes eighty bushels per secre.’ 
In regard to harvesting, he says—* it is strongly 
advised to cut oats early, as soon as the stalk turns 
yellow under the head, and even while the other 
parts of it are green. None are lost in such case 
by shaking out; the grain iteslf is brighter, and the 
straw is saved in a much more palatable condition 
for the animals te whom it is fed.” 

The “potato oat” is said to be mach esteemed. 
“The grain is short and white, the panicles wel! 
filled, and it is weually without beard or awns.” It 
sometimes weighs forty-six pounds per bushel.” 
‘The “ Hopetown cat” is another favorite kind of 
Scotch oat. It is esteemed better edapted to light, 
that strong cley soile. Ite weight is as great os 
that of the potato oat. The black Tartarian oat is 
another kind said to be much cultivated in England 
“They are well known among us,” says Mr. C, 
“having the panicles all on one side ;* on eccount 
of this peculiarity, they are sometimes called 
“borse- mane cats,” in some parts of this country. 
Bantur.—The average yield of this grain in En- 
gland, is stated to be from thirty to fifty bushels, and 
it veually weighs from forty-fifty to fifty pounds per 
bushel. On good loamy suils, it is thought to be 
more profitable than costs; it is not so profitable on 
heavy lands. It is principally used for making 
beer, which is said to be the “favorite drink of all 
the lower classes, and is seldom absent from the 
tables of the rich and luxurious." The kind called 
«Chevalier barley,” ie most esteemed. 

Rus, we are intormed, is very little celtivated in 
Great Britain, and Mr. Colman says be has never 
seen it used there for bread. 

Tas Exocien Hones Bass, is an important ar 
ticle with the British farmer. it yields on an ave 
rage, thirty bushels per acre, but sometimes gives 
sixty or even seventy bushels. (ne quart of beans 
1s considered equa! to two quarts of oats for horses 
Teanies.—The turnip culture bes been called 
the “ sheet-ancher of British husbandry ,” and from 
Mr. Colman's account, we should be inclined to 
think the observation agreed with his opinion 
“The turnip crop,” says he, “is to be considered 
the foundation of the improved husbandry of En- 
gland, in the means which it affords of supporting 
an increased stock, in the abundance of enriching 
manure which if thus supplies, and in the cleanness 
of cultivation to which it leads as « preparation for 
other cropa” 

He iatorms us that “ the practice of sowing broad 
cast, which formerly prevasied, is nearly ebanden 
od.” Where land is thin and liable to suffer by 
drougbt, it is preferred te sow them in drills on « 
jat surface, but on rich soil, it is deemed best to 
sow on ridges, which, for Swedes, it is thought, 
should be at least twenty-seven inches apart, and of 
the distance of a foot or more in the rows The 
best varieties, Mr. Colman thinks, are the yellow 
Aberdeen, and the Swedish, or ruta bage, both whiet 
will keep well through the Winter, and the Swedes 
will keep till late in Spring. 

Mr. Colman admits that the advantages of grow 
ing turnips are mach greater in Eagland than they 
can be in this country, on account of the more fe 
vorable state of the English climate, both in regard 
te the growth of the turnip and the convenience of 
keeping it through the Winter. Hut he ssys—*! 
believe our farmers would find a very great advan 
tage in growing esculent vegetables for sheep and 
cattle, instead of keeping them es is now done 
through our long and severe Winters exclusively 
upon dry food They would be more useful to 
sheep in the lambing season, and for cows in milk 
and though, in fattening properties | know no arti 
cle, all things considered, superior to our Indian 
corn, yet they certainly weuld come most bepefici 
ally in aid of that. 1 do not assert that turnips are 
the best crop for this purpose, but Swede turnips 
are certainly among the best. Mangel-wurzel, car 
rots, cabbeges, parsnips, and petatoes, are all useful 
* * © The conclusion to which | have come, 
and in which IT am daily confirmed, and with which 
| wish the farmers of the United States could be 
more and more impressed, is, that an abundant sup 
ply of sacculent food should be provided for their 
stock during our long Winters,—firet as conducing
